ria and the record breaking Deutschiand, 
which had left Liverpool and Cherbourg re- 
spectively as the St. Paul left Southampton. 

For a few seconds on last Wednesday even- 
ing the ship was shaken aa if by an earth- . 
but the nervy. men who stand on 
with steady. vision and clear brains 
checked the flow of steam in the 
engine-room,. and not a soul was 
though the two tandem engines and 
single engines on the starboard side 
reduced to useless wrecks in just 
seconds.

Dropping out at Southampton and touch- 
ing at Cherbourg on Saturday, Oct. 27, to 
face the fretfulness of a boisterous Atlantic, 
the St. Paul began its trip. It was in charge 
of Captain W. J. Roberts, whose regular 
command is the New York of the same line. 
Captain John C. Jamison, the regular com- 
mander of the St. Paul, will have returned 
from his vacation by next Wednesday. Cap- 
tain Jamison was to have taken the St. Paul 
out for Southampton on Wednesday noon 
co . Captain Roberts has been substi- 
tuting for his cotrdinate officer for a few 
voyages. 

Up to noon of the nautical day ending with 
Wednesday, Oct. 30, the St. Paul had cov-. 


~ ered $72 knots. That night a nasty north- 


east swell with the push of millions of waves 
behind it, irregular in strength and errat- 
ically vicious, caused the stern of the St. 
Paul to rise high out of the water, at which 
times the starboard propeller rumbled and 
raced with alarming speed, causing the 
fabric of the liner to vibrate. 
Tail Shaft Suddenly. Cracks. _ 

It was at the momefit of such an upheaval 
at 8:06 p. m. that the taif shaft of the star- 
board propeller cracked off in the middle, 
and.the propeller with half the tall shaft, a 
section fifteen feet long, to 
the bottom. 

Released from the steady, accustomed ten- 
sion of ninety-one revolutions to the minute 
the starboard engines, the strain on which 
was increased by thousands of pounds of 


_ centrifugal motion, raced with incredible 


rapidity, turning over as no engine ever 
turned before. That the piston rods did not 
punch holes through the hull and scuttle the 
ship is marvelous. 

Following the loss of the Manganese Bronze 
propeller of seventeén or twenty tons weight 
the unwonted exertion fairly burst the deli- 
cately poised though giant mechanism of 10,- 
000 horse-power. 

The propeller, with a section of tall shaft, 
Was gone, the after outboard shaft tubing 
was carried away, the rudder post was 
strained, the four cylinders of the high pres-

arranged in two pairs, one high pressure 
engine being set upon a platform directly 
above a low pressure, had been blown into 
slugs, two connecting rods had snapped, the

Engine Room Full of Steam. 

The engine-room became a pit of scalding, 
Sizzling steam imperiling the engineers’ shift 
of six men. They escaped, however, through 
the water-tight bulkhead between the port 
and starboard compartments. , 

It costs half a million to build machinery 
like that destroyed. It is injured, experts 
Said today, to the extent of about $300,000. 
The engines must be entirely rebuilt at an ex- 
pense in time of perhaps five months ere the 
St. Paul is on the seas again.

AMPUTATION IS LIKELY. 


Dr: J. B. Murphy of Chicago 
‘Summoned by Anxious Rela- 
tives to Operate Upon 


CRISIS. BELIEVED AT HAND. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 4.—[Special.)—United 
States Senator Cushman K. Davis is serious- 
ly sick and the chances are that he will not 
recover. His foot, poisoned accidentally a 
few weeks ago, fails to yield to treatment, 
and Dr. John B. Murphy of Chicago has been 
summoned to take charge of the Senator's 
case. 

Ur. Stone, Senator Davis’ family physician, 
tonight stated that it would be necessary to 
amputate a part of the foot, and that R 
might mean the loss of the entire foot if not 
the leg. If this should be necessary he fears 
Ahat the patient will not survive the opera- 
tion. 

‘The Benator, it is reported, has lodt hope of 
recovering, ahd this fact render the case 
more serious. 

The specialist from Chicago is expected to 
arrive tomorrow, when a consultation WI 
be held. It is thought that a crisis will be 
reached within the next day or two, but it 
is evident from talks with the physician and 
members of the family that the death of the 
Senator would not be a surprise. 


*- Entire Limb Is Affected. 


The pus which had formed in the fore 
part of the Senator’s right foot, and for the 
removal of which two surgical operations 
were performed, has now gathered farther 
back towards the heel, and indications are 
that it is permeating the entire limb. The 
fever with which the patient was suffering 
on Friday has returned, and does not yield 
as readily to treatment as formerly. The 
Senator was restless, and suffered much pain 
today. 

There were many callers at the. house to- 
day, but none was admitted to the sick- 
room. 

Early in October Senator Davis noticed 
a swelling on his foot. He supposed that 
it was caused by an itafiamed corn, but it 
developed that it was the biood poisoning 
by the dye from the sik stockings. 
Duiuth to make. 
@ speech and suffered Considerably. The 
next day he went to Fergus Fails. At Fer- 
gus Falls the foot was still more painful. 
But Senator Davis, muscuiar, rugged, and 
oblivious te self, tried vainly to convince 
himself the trouble was not worth noticing. 
He spoke with special power, although he 
could scarcely place his right foot to the 
floor. The next morning, however, he found 
his toe excessively swollen. He was begin- 
ning tq feel the agonies of gout. 

Upon surgical advice Senator Davis re- 
turned to St. Paul. On reaching his house 
he called Dr. Donald. Poultices were applied 
and every scientific effort was begun to re- 
lieve the Senator’s suffering, but he has con- 
tinued to grow worse. 

His Friends Are Anxious. 

‘Two weeks ago a slight operation was per- 
formed and this, it was thought, would be the 
last of the trouble, but during the last two 
days the poisoning again developed. 

Numerous inquiries have been received by 
Mrs. Davis as to the condition of her hus- 
band. Letters and telegrams have come 


foreign capitals. The Senator’s influential 
association with the foreign affairs of the 
United States has naturally extended his 
personal acquaintance to the statesmen of 
almost every nation. 

Messages have come sheen Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, British Ambassador at Wash- 
ington, and from M. Jules Cambon, the 
French Ambassador. Ambassador Porter, 
Consul General Gowdy, and Commissioner 
Woodward sent from Paris a joint cablegram 
asking the results of the latest operation 
performed by the Senator's surgeons. 
A letter that deeply touched Mrs. Davis 
was received by her from Mrs. Ingalls, wid- 
ow of the former Senator from Kansas. 


Cushman Kellogg Davis was born in Hen- 
derson, N. Y., June 16, 1888. His parents 
removed to Waukesha, Wis., the following 
year, and there, when not working upon the 
farm, young Davis attended the district 
school and took a partial cougse in Carroll 
College. 

The foundations of his legal education were 
laid in a year’s course at Ann Arbor under 
Judge Cooley. Upon his return from Ann 
Arbor he was taken in charge by Alexander 
Randall, Postmaster General under Presi- 
dent Johnson, who had his law office at Wau- 
kesha. 

In 1862 Davis went to the front with the 
Twenty-eighth Wisconsin Infantry as a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant, and, after two years of 
service, during which he participated with 
the Army of the Tennessee in the Vicksburg 
and other campaigns, was forced to resign 
on account of his severe attack of fever. 
He removed to Minnesota in 1864. 

His political career began in 1867, when 
he was elected to the Legislature from a 
Democratic stronghold. Next year he was 
appointed United States District Attorney, 
and held that office until 1873, when he re- 
signed to become the Republican candidate 
for Governor. 

He served the one-year term as Governor, 
and inaugurated many reforms which had 
been promised in the platform upon which 
he was elected. One of the most important 
of these was the curtailment of the ruinous 
privileges given railroads. 

He declined the renomination for Governor, 
and participated in politics only as an ad- 
viser and speaker. 

In 1887 Mr. Davis was first elected to the 
seat in the United States Senate which he 
still holds. 

Senator Davis was one of the earliest ad- 
vocates for the annexation of the Hawalian 
Islands, and it wee Unser that 
the annexation was consummated. 

When President McKinley submittea the 
report into the cause of the destruction of 
the Maine, Senator Davis, as chairman of 
the Foreign Relations committee, prepared 
pnd submitted the resolutions, which were 

practically if not formally a declaration of 
war against Spain. 

Next to Chairman Day, Senator Davis was 
the most important member of the Faris

Many of them never knew that 
anything was wrong until they heard about 
it later.

Society will turn from the admiration of 
Horses to flowers this week. Hackneys, 
hunters, saddlers, and harness horses will 
field the place of honor to chrysanthemums, 
orchids, violets, roses. From dashing horses 
and gay turnouts popular interest will be 
directed to delicate flowers and decorative 
plants. 

The tenth annual chrysanthemum show of 
the Horticultural society of Chicagc will be 
held in the Auditorium beginning tomorrow 
morning and lasting for four days. While 
known as a chrysanthemum show, the ex- 
hibition is not confled to that particular 
flower. The chrysanthemum, by reason of 
its peculiar decorative qualities, necessarily 
will predominate, but various kinds of flow- 
ers, such as roses, orchids, violets, and carna- 
tions, together with an extensive display of 
ferns, palms, and tropical plants, will be 


shown. 
In all 131 different classes open to com- 


petition are included in the list. Prizes to the 


value of $3,000 are offered to the exhibiters 
in the different classes, partly in cash and 
partly in plate and trophies.

The penalty pronounced by the Italian 
courts the other day against Chigt, 
Marshal of the Holy Roman Church and 
Hereditary Guardian of the Conclave, for 
having sold to an American collector the 
Botticelli Virgin, which was the masterpiece 
of his gallery, will in all probability be set- 
tled by means of a compromise precisely in 
the same manner as was done in the case of 
Prince Sciarra Colonna and Prince Borghese. 
Indeed, the Pacca law, on the strength ot 
which Prince Chigi was „ a8 now 
applied appears to be solely destined to com- 
pel the patrician owners of the great art col- 
lection in Italy to present a number of their 
masterpieces to the Italian government with- 
out remuneration. 

The Pacca law was enacted at the time of 
the Papal sovereignty over Rome, and has 
since 1870 been adopted by the Italian gov- 
ernment for the entire kingdom. It was 
destined in its inception to prevent the chiefs 
of the great houses of the Roman aristocracy 
from selling abroad the old masters which 
thay had inherited from their ancestors and 
the ancient statuary discovered in the course 
of excavations on their property. Primo- 
geniture and the law of entail, by means of 
which the principal possessions of the fam- 
ily remained always in the hands of the head 
of the house, as is still the case in England, 
in Austria, and in Germany, was then in 
force, and in the Pacca law it was expressly 
mentioned that the edict only applied to 
what may be described as the Majorat,“ 
or primogeniture property. 


The law of primogeniture, 
of entail has now been abolished in Italy, in 
favor of the French, Belgian, and Swiss laws 
of succession, according to which each child, 
unless deprived of civil rights through con- 
viction of felony, has a right to a share in 
the estate of both parents. But the Pacca 
law is still retained in vigor, and is now con- 
strued by the courts to mean that no in- 
herited art or archeological treasures can 
be sold even to Italians, and when there is 
every assurance that they will not leave the 
country. The law does not apply, however, 
to any art treasures acquired by purchase, 
and of which the purchaser wishes to dispose. 
It only deals with inherited property. 

Now, inasmuch as the present laws of suc- 
cession compel the division of property be- 
tween the various children of the testator in 
more or less equal shares, and whereas the 
provisions of the Pacca law forbid the sale 
or disposal even by gift of the art collections 
which are frequently the most valuable por- 
tion of the inheritance, the settlement of

Shipyards Show New Activity. 
“While shipbuilding on the Great Lakes 


is thus entering upon a new era, the ship- 
yards on the Atlantic seaboard have taken 
a new lease of life. It was the New England 
builders of old who gave to the world the 
famous clippers that monopolised the cream 
of the Bastern as well as the transatlantic 
trade before the age of steam. And now 
the New England builders are devoting 


two cargo-boats of about 12,000 tons ca- 
pacity. These are the precursors of a fleet 
of ocean ‘tramps’ which a wealthy Boston 
firm has determined to have constructed 
in the States, though at a somewhat larger 
cost than they could even now be construct- 
ed in the United Kingdom, so that it can 


ish and other vessels. in all parts of the 
world, and by no means intended for the 
excluive privileges of the American coast- 
ing and insular services. They will be fitted 
with all the most approved and improved 
appliances for the economical working of 
cargo, and will have twin screws and en- 
gines to develop a speed of fourteen knots 
when necessary. This is an important new 
departure in ocean competition, of which, we 
believe, little is yet known in this country. 
Building for Ocean Service. 

“A new shipyard is just being completed 
at New London, Conn., and here it is in- 
tended to build a fleet of steamers for regu- 
lar service between the Pacific coast and the 
far East in connection with the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific railroads and with 
the lake steamers of the Great Northern 
compafiy. At another new yard, near Bos- 
ton, has just been commenced the largest 
vessel (for the United States navy) that has 
ever been built in New England since the 
days of the wooden clippers. It is a crusier 
of 3,200 tons displacement—small compared 
with what the Clyde and Tyne builders are 
regularly turning out for the British navy, 
but interesting as marking another new 
departure. Further south, at Richmond, Va., 
a yard accustomed hitherto only to small 
craft has just been enlarged and equipped 
for the construction of ships of the largest 
tonnage, including warships. And on the 
Pacific coast, near San Francisco, a plant is 
being laid down to compete with the Union 
Iron Works company for work for the United 
States navy. A New York newspaper re. 
cently announced that the New Tork Cen- 
tral railroad company is contracting to es- 
tablish a regular service of ocean-going 
steamers in connection with its railway sys- 
tem, with @ harbor terminus at Weehawken, 
opposite New York. Reports are also cur- 
rent that the Baltimore and Ohio company 
is about to acquire more vessels for the 
transatlantic service. 

Development Greater than Inferred. 

We mention these things in order to show 
that the actual and prospective development 
of shipbuilding in America is much greater 
than may be inferred from Lloyd's returns. 
Then the three protected cruisers—vessels 
of 9,000 tons each displacement, and to cost 
each about £560,000—authorized in last ses- 
sion of Congress will, we understand, be 
allotted to private builders in the course of 
the present month. At the beginning of the 
year forty-nine vessels of war were being 
built in the United States for the federal 
navy. These represented a total tonnage of 
117.268 tons displacement, and a total power 
of 308,000 1. h. p. There were, at the same 
time, a cruiser of 6,500 tons and a battle- 
ship of 12,700 tons in course of construc- 
tion at Philadelphia for the Russian navy. 
The tonnage of warships under construc- 
tion’ was, therefore, 136,463 tons, and we 
may take it that is still approximately about 
the tonnage of warships on hand, in addi- 
tion to the tonnage of merchant ships re- 
corded by Lioyd’s. With the additions to 
which we have referred, it is not improbable 
that the end of the year will find American 
shipbuilders with contracts of all sorts on 
hand to the extent of nearly half a million 
tons. And that means a big from 
small things.”

Show Nearly Four Times as Much 
Commerce as Same Period in 1897, 
‘When Spanish Rule Was Still in 
Foree—Hurricane of b Not as Dis- 
astrous as Thought, Shipments of 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 4—({Special.]— 
Farming and manufacturing interests seem 
to be about equally benefited by the increased 
export trade with Porto Rico which has fol- 
lowed the Porto Rican tariff act. That act 
went into effect on May 1, and the Bureau of 
Statistics has just completed the figures cov- 
ering the five months of commerce since that 


act became operative. 

These figures show that the exports to the 
island for the five months were $2,754,205, 
against $768,802 in the same months of 1897, 
the last year in which Porto Rico was under 
the Spanish flag, or nearly four times as 
much in the five months of 1900 as in 18. 
All the great classes of manufactures and 
agricultural products show a marked in- 
crease. 

This remarkable growth is éspecially in- 
teresting and somewhat surprising, in view 
of the statement made during the discussions 
of the Porto Rican act which indicated that, 
owing to the destruction of crops and prop- 
erty by the hurricane of August, 1899, the 
people of that island would have little to sell 
and practically nothing with which to buy. 
Yet the imports from the island have more 
than doubled since the act went into effect, 
as compared with 1897, and the exports to the 
island have nearly quadrupled. 

Variety of Island Purchases. 

The list of imports from the island is much 
smaller than that of exports, the chief items 
being sugar, hides, tobacco, and coffee. The 
list of exports from this country includes a 
large number of articles, among them being 
agricultural implements, books, maps, and 
engravings; corn, meal, flour, candles, chem- 
icals of various kinds, coal, cotton goods of 
all classes and especially cloths, dried fish, 
gunpowder, builders’ hardware, electrical ma- 
chinery, cutlery, pumps, and pumping ma- 
chinery, steel rails, nails, pipes and fittings, 
and numerous other manufactures of iron and 
steel; boots and shoes, harness and saddles, 
paper. of various grades, rice, vegetables, 
manufactures of wood and many other arti- 


cles.
